; ment entitled “A Plea for Justice” } 
and in it said:

Peace To Men Of 
Good Will 


Those of you who are now 
under fifty have heard the 
Christmas message year after 
year, promising peace, yet have 
never seen it realized. On the 
contrary, you have lived 
through three wars in which 
our nation was a participant; 
you have been paying heavy 
taxes to assist countries which 
were devastated, and to feed 
and clothe millions of war refu- 
You are reminded of the 
slavery in which one-third of 
the population of the entire 
world is now living because of 
wars. 

What answer has the Church 
for the contradiction between 


,the Christmas message and the 


absence of peace in the world 
during these two generations? 

The Christmas message had 
no relationship whatsoever to 
national or international peace. 
It did note that the individual, 
if he be of good will, would en- 
joy peace. But the chief les- 
sons taught by the angels’ mes- 
sage were two: 

1) God on high deserves in- 
finite glorification, and He was 
being so glorified at that mo- 
ment by His divine Son. 

2) The tidings of great joy 
for all people then promulgated 
dealt with the advent of the 
Son of God among men, to be- 
come their Savior. 

The angels’ song “Glory be 
to God in the highest” was in 
keeping with what Christ 
preached in His sermon on the 
Mount: that every human being 
must seek first the Kingdom of 
God, not only as a condition for 
peace, but also for the reception 
of temporal blessings. 

God had never been infinite- 
ly honored prior to this. If all 
the angels in Heaven and all 
human beings on earth were 
jointly and simultaneously to 
pay Him unified adoration, that 
worship would still be finite 
because creatures remain crea- 
tures, no matter how indefin- 
itely multiplied, and hence are 
not able to offer God anything 


of infinite value. But when His 

own divine Son, equal in maj- 

esty to the Father and the Holy 

Ghost, assumed our nature and 

worshipped Him as the God- 

man, the worship was infinite,

“Starting out with street meet- 
ings in front of saloons, amid sail- 
ing missiles, taunts and gibes, con- 
verts were made. These converts 
were trained by William Booth to 
assist him in his work. An old 
warehouse was obtained for indoor 
gatherings, which was constantly 
crowded out. For some years the 
work was called ‘The Christian 
Mission’ but in 1878, its name was 
changed te ‘The Salvation Army.’ 

“Because of the military signifi- 
cance of this name, a military form 
of government was set up, with 
William Booth as ‘General,’ and a 
military type of uniform was adop- 
ted. In spite of bitter opposition, 
it spread rapidly. At the Founder’s 
death (August, 1912) it was preach- 
ing salvation in 34 languages in 
58 countries and colonies, and had 
nearly 16,000 officers and cadets. 
Today (1948) there are 32,105 of- 
ficers preaching the gospel in 102 
countries and colonies all over the 


world.”

Booth was a Methodist 
minister, yet he led his followers 
out of his own church. A Catholic 
priest facing a special mission to 
the alcoholic poor might start a 
religious order. But he would never 
think of starting a new church. 
Only Christ can do that. 
Then—as the Salvation Army 
split from the Methodist Church, 
so the Volunteers of America split 
from the Salvation Army in 1896, 
under the leadership of Ballington 
and Maude Booth, a brother and 


Volunteers operate only in the 
United States, whereas the Salva- 
tion Army is international, with 
world headquarters in London.

|X the past I 
have object- 
ed to sensual- 
ity and nakedness but I realize 
that there is probably no subject 
more generally misunderstood than 
this. 

In a way we ask for misunder- 
standing by our very terminology. 
We speak of indecent dress and 
that isn’t what we mean at ail. 
Something becomes indecent, . by 
dictionary definition, when it is 
considered by the people as not 
quite respectable. So when we 
speak of decency we are offering a 
concept that.can change as the 
times change. Therefore, many 
say that our protests today belong 
to another age. After all, we're 
living in the 20th Century and this 
is a bikini age. If our only basis 
for what we say were decency 
then they might be right who say 
we are behind the times for de- 
cency is a changing thing. 


But our protests must be su- 
per-naturalized. We must under- 
stand what nakedness is and 
where it began. Before the fall, 
Adam and Eve were unclothed 
but they were not naked. Naked- 
ness is a product of the fall of 
man.

Concupiscence is- the result of' 


the sin of Adam and nakedness is 
the stimulant for concupiscence. 
What is involved here is not re- 
spectability but theology. The 
purpose of nakedness is to create 
concupiscence and the purpose of 
clothing is to hide the shame of 
man. When Adam and Eve saw 
their nakedness they immediate- 
ly sought to hide themselves from 
one another. This was the mark of 
their recognition of the effect of 
their sin. 


Clothing restores to man the dig- 
nity he lost when by sin he shed 
the covering of innocence. Evil 
men always understand this. They 
know that even fallen man is more 
than an animal when he is clothed. 
Therefore, if evil men would make 
men become more like animals 
then they will tempt them. with 
glimpses of nakedness. If they 
wish to strip them ruthlessly of 
of all their human dignity then 
they strip them of their clothes. 
The Nazis knew this when they 
stripped their victims of all their 
clothes. The men who killed Our 
Lord knew it when they made Him 
suffer final degradation by being 
stripped of His garments. 


So it isn’t a matter of fashion 
we talk about when we protest 
against the nakedness in modern 
entertainment. It isn’t just de- 
cency involved for this is more 
than a lack of respectability. 


The bitter fruit of the fall of 
man was concupiscence. There was 
no nakedness before because our 
first parents were wrapped in 
God’s love and lived in innocence. 
But stripped of their unity with 
God, they were naked and they 
were ashamed. 


When I protest against naked- 
ness I'm not being old fashioned in 
the sense that the world means old 
fashioned. I'm stating a truth as 
old as the Garden of Eden but as 
new as tomorrow. 


Those who offer nakedness to 
the public know this truth, too. 
Maybe they know nothing about 
the theology. Maybe they've never 
heard the word “concupiscence.” 
But they know their purpose, 
whether it is a flash of the thigh 
or the half-uncovered breast, is to 


arouse in man what is the Adam 
in him. 


But man, who must bring his 
baptismal garment u tted to 
God must rise above Adam 
within him. The Adam within him 
is strong and persistent but if he is 
to realize his own potentialities a 
man must be stronger and more 
persistent. 


So when I protest against cos- 
tuming or sensuality in films or 
on TV I’m not just protesting 
against something that doesn’t 
seem quite decent or respectable. 
I'm protesting against those who 
join Adam to gang up on me, 
making the fight for my soul 
more difficult than it need be.

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Balancing The Books. 


According To Ickes . 


JOHN S. KENNEDY 


HE susceptible reader might be wise to hum “It Ain’t 
Necessarily So” when exposed to the hectic 
lishers’ advertising for their books. In particular, this pre- 
caution is advisable when he confronts the claims for that 
marathon enterprise, The Secret Diary of Harold L. Ickes. 
The third volume, running from September 1939 to mid- 


December and entitled The Lower- 
ing Clouds (Simon and Schuster. 
$6), is now ye oe WH and the 
ballyhoo for it includes the modest 
claim that Ickes is “the Number 
One historical source of our time— 
and one of the great diarists of all 
time.” Get going on Gershwin! 

In these 666 pom of small print 
there is much that is cruelly 
boring. For example, Ickes is 
prolix in recording his efforts to 
get the Department of Forestry 
taken away from 
the Secretary of 
Agriculture and 
entrusted to the 
Secretary of the 
Interior (him- 
self, of course). 
The — subject, 
which runs 
through the 
whole book, is 
less than fascin- 
ating, and the 
guerilla warfare 
stutt. it is dull pather Kennedy 

Other matters, too, unimportant 
if not incomprehensible: to the 
generality of readers, are relent- 
lessly rehearsed. And there is a 
cataract of names which never 
meant much and now mean prac- 
tically nothing. , 

But the book is fascinating as 
well as wearying. It takes us inside 
government as its highest level. 
It shows us how the public business 
is privately conducted. It depicts 
the pressures and counter-pressures 
at work there, the savage feuding, 
the personal ambitions, triumphs, 
defeats, the way to rig a press con- 
ference or plant an article in the 
press. It paints an intimate por- 
trait of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
And it is most revealing about 
Ickes. 

He had no mean opinion of him- 
self. “I lunched with the President 
on Wednesday,” he writes. “With 


mock humility I told him that I 
felt very humble.” “Mock humil- 


rose in pub- 


ity” indeed. For Ickes can solemn- | 
ly set down elsewhere other | 
people’s opinion that “I ought not | 
to resign in any event because... 
I am too valuable to the country,” 
or that “I was the only honest man 
in attendance” at the Democratic 
Convention of 1940, or that 
Roosevelt “ought to take lessons 
from mein diction.” He can say, 
“My attitude toward Hitler seems 
to have been pretty well -under- 
stood in Europe.” 


For the good of the country 
and the world, he proposed him- 
self as the nominee for Vice- 
President in 1940. “I was per- 
fectly willing to be a candidate,” 
he notes, and he telegraphed 
Roosevelt, “I would feel honored 
to be considered as your running 
mate.” But Roosevelt didn’t 
want him. 


Nothing daunted, he sought to 
be made Secretary of War, co- 
ordinator of just about everything 
involved in defense, a member of 
every top-level board. Failure to 
= these objectives infuriated 

m. 

To a degree, one can sympathize 
with him. For he was evidently a 
good administrator, and some of 
the people who got the posts he 
wanted were not. But one can 
sympathize, too, with Roosevelt, 
despite Ickes’ unsparing indict- 
ment of the President’s procrastin- 
ation, vagueness, play-acting, and 
even deceit. It must have been 
hard indeed to handle this opinion- 
ated, impetuous, self-willed, per- 
petually interfering man.

“Willkie 
means fascism and appeasement.” 
How stop him? Through abuse, for 
one thing. But also through a 
scheme to discredit him by .show- 
ing that the spelling of his name 
had been changed for a more 
Germanic form. One does not know 
whether to laugh in scorn or to 
splutter in indignation as Ickes 
reports with satisfaction that 
Senator Guffey “sent a man out to 
photograph the tombstones of 
Willkie’s grandfather and grand- 
mother. The spelling on these 
stones is Wilcke.” This from a

The Soviet ambassador, Con- 
stantin QOumansky, got better 
treatment from Ickes. He was 
displeased that, after the Stalin- 
Hitler pact, the White House and 
the State Department. cold- 
shouldered Oumansky and Roose- 
velt referred to the latter as “a 
dirty little liar.” Ickes liked 
Oumansky, conferred with him 
rather often, credited what he 
said, and criticized the United 
States to him. : 

The suspicion that he might well 
have directed at Oumansky was 
saved for Martin Dies. One can see 
Ickes’ lip curl as he sets down the 
name and garnishes it with con- 
tempt. There is not the slightest 
hint that Ickes, or anyone else in 
the high executive position, was 
aware, or could be made aware, of 
the Communist infiltration which, 
we now know, had long since taken 
place. And either Ickes or some 
editor has been less than honest 
about references to Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s attending sessions of the Dies 
Committee—the fateful words 
“American Youth Congress” do not 
occur in the book.

Evidently, Ickes’ chief source on 


the subject was Frank Murphy, who

there were very few Catholic 
liberals; that he himself had never | 
played politics and for this reason 
was regarded as an extréme | 
radical . . . From his conversation |

appeals to the bierardiey but the | 
right kind of politics.” 


Murphy urged that the Presi- 
dent take a hand in the appoint- 
ment of bishops. “He says that 
Roosevelt right now is on the 
top of the world and can make 
a suggestion to anyone.” Ickes 
agreed' and had the further 
thought that the President was 
entitied to a say in Church 
matters, “since the Catholic 
Church was dependent upon the 
United States for financial 
support.” Both the premise and 
the logic leading to the conclu- 
sion are amazing. 


But why the advocacy of presi- 
dential interference in the naming 
of bishops? Because of the desper- 
ate need of “liberals” in the 
hierarchy. What would be the test

of “liberalism” in a bishop? That 
he at least talk like a New Dealer. 

One is flabbergasted. Here is 
stygian ignorance of the mind, the 
utterances, »nd the work of the 
hierarchy in the matter, say, of 
social justice. In 1919 the bishops 
issued a lengthy national pastoral 
letter, the tenth section of which, 
entitled “Industrial Relations,” set 
forth in detail a Christian charter 


of social principles and social 
actions, dealing in forthright 
fashion with labor’s right to 


organize, the obligation to pay a 
living wage, etc., etc. Nor was that 
letter left to die on the page. An 
unremitting and multifold cam- 
paign to get it put in practice had 
gone on, still goes on. 

Of this Ickes was blankly un- 
aware. Was that because the 
Church’s commitment to, and 
work for, social justice were in 
fact insignificant? Not at all. 
This man simply did not know 
what he was talking about. He 
was abysmally ignorant. And, 
of course, his one criterion of 
judgment was political alignment 
and political usability. The 
Church and its leaders were to 
serve the purposes of his group, 
or be suspect. 

Finally. one observes the curious

“Right or Wrong,” you alle 
that actual French for 
china averaged 150 men per year. 
While it is true that a large part 
of the burden of the fighting was 
born by the Vietnamese them- 
selves and by the troops from 
French overseas territories, French 
casualties amounted to approxi- 
mately 16.000, and average of 2,000 
for each of the eight years of the 
war. Of these 1530 were officers. 
It might be pointed out that early 
in 1954, 26% of all of France's of- 
ficers, and 37 percent of all of her 
noncommissioned officers—38,000 
in all— were engaged in Indo 
china. metre atid 
The United States did not pay 
“80 percent” of the cost of the war 


in Indochina as your writer alleges. 


The war in indochina cost France 
over a billion dollars a year, which 
is more than the total of all grants 


military assistance in France and 
for the military effort in Indo 
china. The United States contribut- 
ed about one-fourth of the total 
ten billion dollar cost of the war. 
I have my information from the 
United States Department of State.

The Industry Council Idea

EN a house has outlived its usefulness, you 
tear it down. On the other hand, if it’s still a 
good house, you repair it and make it more livable. 


Communists say that our House of Democracy is 
a wreck, is falling apart and should be torn down. 


We disagree. In our House of Democracy, it is 
true, a beam has sagged here, the roof has leaked 
a bit there, and at times even the foundation has 
needed shoring up. 

Over the years, however, we have repaired our 
American House and introduced new features as 
conditions have changed. For example, we have 
gradually improved our political democracy so that 
now practically everyone can vote. 

But no one claims we have a perfect house. We 
have a long way to go, for example, to improve 
our industrial democracy. And that is where the 
Industry Council idea comes in. 


The Industry Council idea is the name many 
American Catholics are using to describe the Papal 
plan for social and economic reconstruction. It is 
not a blueprint, but a guide to action based on cor- 
rect principles as set forth by the Popes. 

Perhaps Pope Pius XI expressed the best over- 
all view when he said: 

“Complete cure will not come until this 
opposition [between labor and capital) has been 
abolished and well-ordered members of the 
social boedy—industries and professions—are 
_constituted in which men may have their place, 
not according to the position each has in the 
labor market but according to the respective 
social functions which each performs. . . 


“Those who follow the same industry or 
profession—whether in the economic or other 
field—(should) form guilds or associations, so 
that many are wont te consider these self- 
governing organizations, if not essential, at 
least natural to civil society” (Quadragesimo 
Anno, No. 83). 


What We Should Do 


Now, measured by this yardstick, what is wrong 
with our House of Democracy? How could it be 
made more in accord with correct natural law 
principles? 

Abandoning our analogy of the house for the 
moment, let us give the answers in a series of con- 
trasts. As you read each of them, you will see that 
you don’t have to be a Catholic to agree with the 
Industry Council idea. In fact, many non-Catholics 
say these same things, and mean them. But, if you 
are a Catholic and don’t agree—then, some deep 
thinking is called for. 

Instead of labor-management conflict, we need 
labor-management co-operation. 

Instead of government's doing all the control- 
ling, we need democratic controls by the major eco- 
nomic groups themselves—management, labor, agri- 
culture, and the professions. 

Instead of endless bickering between city work- 


“along lines of the Industry Council idea, Communism 


ers and farmers, we need a system where all will 
work together. 


Instead of the consumer’s constantly getting the 
short end of the brush, we need consumer represen- 
tation in economic decisions which hit him hardest 
where it hurts most—in the checkbook. 

Instead of labor, management, agriculture and 
the professions’ each working only to push its selfish 
ends, we must have all working for the general wel- 
fare at the same time that they are working for their 
own interests. 

Instead of the two extremes—government-do- 
nothing or government-do-it-all—we must recognize 
that a balance between private initiative and limited 
government intervention is the only workable for- 
mula if we wish'to preserve our democratic way 
of life. 

Instead of treating.the worker like a horse, a 
cow, or a machine, employers must recognize the 
basic dignity of all human beings and start treating 
workers as partners in production. 

Instead of looking on all employers as slave- 
drivers whose sole objective is to make a dollar out 
of human blood, workers must begin to look on right- 
minded employers also as partners in production. | 
If we don’t pull together, we will waste a lot of} 
energy pulling apart. 

Instead of being satisfied with things as they 
are, we must get together to reform the institu- 
tions of society where needed. For example, we can 
improve collective bargaining, participation by 
workers in unions, fair practices between produ- 
cers, and so on. 

Finally, instead of mouthing pious platitudes 
about “equality of all” and “good human relations,” 
we must show in our personal lives that we mean 
what we say. How? By doing a fair day’s work, by 
paying a decent wage, by recognizing the workers’ 
right to organize into unions, by not judging people 
by the color of their eyes, hair, or—skin, and by a 
hundred other ways, many of which have been men- 
tioned in the articles in this series. 

These then are the guidelines on which the 
Industry Council idea can develop in American life. 
Students of the Industry Council system summarize 
them in terms such as these: Co-operation, sub 
sidiarity, self-government, general welfare, limited 
state intervention, quasi-legal status, recognition of 
human dignity, organization of industry councils 


and inter-industry councils, institutional reform,’ 
and moral reform. 

That such a system of industry councils is no/| 
idle dream is clear from the fact that many parts | 
of our House of Democracy are now being recon- 
structed along these lines. It’s not a week-end job; 
the Industry Council idea will not come overnight. 
It will come only if we continue to work at it, in- 
dividually and collectively, with the final goal 
clearly in mind. 

This positive program of action is the best an- 
swer to Communism. Where sociefy is reorganized

-Phese seven helpers the Apostles 
called “deacons.” 

Chief among the deacons was 
the young man Stephen. He was 
handsome. He was strong. He was 
holy. And he worked so hard that 
soon everyone in Jerusalem knew 
him and knew how much he was 
doing to make Our Lord’s Church 
grow. Even the people who had 
hated Our Lord got to know about 
Stephen, and the more they learn- 
ed about him the more they hated 
him too. 


At first these old enemies of 
Our Lord tried to make Stephen 
look foolish by arguing with him 
about religion. But Stephen knew 
the teachings of Our Lord so well 
that he made the others look fool- 
ish instead. That made them even 
more angry. 


Finally, the enemies of Our Lord 
sent the police after Stephen and 
had him put into jail. Then they 
held a trial, like the one held for 
Our Lord. They accused Stephen 
of saying false things about God. 
They told terrible lies about him, 
Then they asked Stephen if he had 
anything to say. 


Stephen began to talk. His face 
glowed like the face of an angel 
as he told the story of the Jewish 
race and showed how Jesus was the 
Promised Savior. Then he told his 
judges that they were the murder- 
ers of the Messias, the Savior. 


This made them so angry that 
they rushed upon Stephen and 
dragged him outside’ the gates of 
the city. There they threw him on 
the ground, then picked up stones 
to throw at him. As the stones fell 
upon him, Stephen barely had 
time for two short prayers. One 
was for himself, as he said, “Lord 
Jesus, receive my spirit.” The oth- 
er was for his murderers, “Lord, 
do not lay this sin against them.” 
After that Stephen, the deacon, 
died.

The action,. explained in a 
letter to students and alumni by 
Father Laurence J. McGinley, 
S.J., university president, wiped 
out the nine-game schedule of the 
Rams for 1955. During the past 
season, Fordham won one, tied 
one and lost nine but there were 
no soft spots in the 1955 sched- 
ule which included Penn State, 
Missouri, Boston College, Hely 
Cross, Marquette, Boston U., 
Miami (Fla.), Villanova and Sy- 
racuse. 

Fordham began playing football 
in 1883. It is the 85th school to 
drop football since the 1946 season.
